TO AID UNITED STATES 
IN NAVAL INTELLIGENCE. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


ASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Organi- 
zations of the naval districts 
of the United States and the 

insular possessions to aid the bureau 
of naval intelligence in gathering in- 
formation that will be of use to the 
department in war or peace times is 
included in plans upon which officers 
of the Navy Department are at work. 
There are thirteen of these districts 
in addition to those at Honolulu, Ma- 
nila and Panama, each under the su- 
pervision of the commandant of a 
navy yard in the region. 

It is proposed to make this organi- 
zation active in registering all Ameri- 
can merchant vessels that might be 
of use in war times, including power 
boats and motor launches, to organ- 
ize by these districts the various 
radio stations, public and private, 


as long distance eavesdroppers 
to “listen in” on any wireless 
conversation at sea off the coasts 


and also to make the proposed 
navy training camps correspond to 
the district organization. 

A proposal has been made and 
probably will be presented to Con- 
gress this winter that all pleasure 
powerboats be required to carry reg- 
istry by number in order that close 
track may be kept on them. It has 
been reported that Great Britain has 
a fleet of 2000 armed trawlers and 
motor lanuches now patrolling her

The 
first scouting line to loeate such a 
fleet would be the destroyers and scout 
ships of the navy working far at sea. 
Behind these would be the navy re- 
serve craft and a swarm of swift pow- 
er boats patrolling every foot of sea 
off the coasts. From these latter 
would come word to the submarine 
bases in case the enemy slipped 
through the first line and the sub- 
mersibles would rush to the threaten- 
ed spot, a formidable obstacle for the 
enemy ships to meet.

This Japanese had apparently been 
shot in the fight, but there was noth- 
ing about the body to indicate wheth- 
er he belonged to the raiders.

soldiers, most of the bandits crossing 


firet croming wes in the retreat from 
the Ojo del Agua fight. sixty miles 
second about thirty miles 
posses chased a mall body of 
river. They crossed in 
Capt. Frank R. McCoy of the rl 
Cavalry, commanding the mission pa- 
trol district. reported tonight his de- 
lief that there were not more than 
thirty Mexicans in the party which 
attacked Ojo del Agua. The number 
of Mexicans killed in this fight stil 
stood tonight at five and American 
soldiers dead at three. 

All eight of the American wounded 
were expected to recover. Not all the 
bandits appear to have crossed the 
river after the Ojo del Agua fight, for 
a trail of blood, made apparently by 
at least two wounded men. was fol- 
jowed for several Miles in the brush 


lees. Capt. MeCoy at Mission was no- 
tified of the fight by N. C. Cavasos, a 
merchant at Penas, three miles from 
Ojo del Agua. 

Among hat band ribbons left by the 
bandits after the fight were tnecrip- 
tions reading: “Viva the Independ- 
ance of Texas.” and “Viva Villa.” 

Reports of a bandit raid near Se- 
bastian ‘were discredited tonight. 
The report apparently grew out of « 
false alarm spread when some Men- 
can cowboys were sighted, and 
through confusion with the bandit 
chase about thirty miles up the river 
from here.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—European 
governments are making Inquiries of 
the United States as to what assur- 
ances have been given by the newly 
recognized Mexican government with 
respect to foreign claims. It is gen- 
erally understood that the powers of 
Europe will follow the lead of the 
American republics in recognizing 
Carranza, but it became known to- 
night that before taking the step they 
want to know more specifically what 
settiement is to be made of the huge 
claims growing out of the revolution- 
ary conditions of the last few years. 

Gen. Carranza has decided to ap- 
point several mixed commissions to 
be composed of representatives of the 
interested nations in order than an 
equitable settlement may be reached. 
The question of claims is related so 
closely to the financial rehabilitation 
of Mexico that it is unlikely that the 
United States government will press 
its claims until Mexican credit has 
been firmly re-established and ar- 
rangements made for payment of the 
southern republic's national ob 


tions. 
NO MOVE FOR LOAN. 

As yet no move has been made by 
the Carranza government to obtain a 
loan, but it is considered certain that in 
view of the condition of Buropean 
markets, funds with which to nan 
the hew government will be sought in 
the United States. The sum needed 
has been variously estimated from 
$100,000,000 to $300,000,000. It is not 
believed in well-informed quarters 
here that any loan will be negotiated, 
however, until a new Congress has 
been elected and the constitutional 
order begun, probably six months 
hence.

GIVING PROCLAMATION 


For the Bounteous Blessings 
Showered Upon Us by Divine 
Providence, the People are Re- 
quested to Render Thanks to God 
on November the Twenty-fifth.

ASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—President 

n today in a proclamation desig- 
mating Thursday, November 25, as 
Thankagiving Day, called attention to 
the fact that the United States has 
been at peace while most of Europe 
has been at war. 

“We have been able to assert our 
righte and the rights of mankind 
without breach of friendship with 
the great nations with whom we have 
had to deal,” said the President. The 
text of the proclamation follows: 


THE PROCLAMATION. 
“It has long been the honored cus- 


tom of our people to turn in the fruit- 


ful autumn of the year in praise and 


thanksgiving to Almighty God for His 


many blessings and mercies to us as 


anation. The year that now is draw- 
Ing to a close since we last observed 
our day of national thanksgiving has 
been, while a year of discipline be- 
cause of the mighty forces of war and 
of changes which have disturbed the 


world, also a year of special biessing 


“Another year of peace has been 
vouchsafed us; another year in which 
not only to take thought of our duty 


for us. 


to ourselves and to mankind, but also 


to adjust ourselves to the many re- 


sponsibilities thrust upon us by a war 


which has involved almost the whole 


of Europe. We have been able to as- 
sert our rights and the rights of man- 


kind without breach of friendship 
with the great nations with whom we 
have had to deal, and while we have 
asserted rights, we have been able 
Miso to perform duties and exercise 
privileges of succor and helpfulness 
which shogid serve to demonstrate 
our desire to make the offices of 
friendship the means of truly disin- 
terested and unselfish service. 

“Our ability to serve all who could 
avail themselves of our services in tho 
midst of the crisis, has been in- 


creased by a gracious Providence, by 


more and more abundant crops; our 


ample financial resources have enabled 


us to steady the markets of the world, 


and facilitate necessary movement of 


commerce which the war might other- 
wise have rendered impossible: and 
our people have come more and more 
to a sober realization of the part they 
have been called upon to play in a 
time when all the world is shaken 
by unparallelled distress and disasters. 
STEWARDSHIP. 
“The extraordinary circumstances of 


such a time have done much to quick- 


en our national consciqusness and 
deepen and confirm our confidence 
in the principle saf peace and free- 
dom by which we have always sought 
to be guided. Out of darkness and 
perplexities have come firmer counsels 
of policy and clearer perceptions of 
the essential welfare of the nation. 
We have prospered while other people 
were at war. but our prosperity has 
been vouchsafed us, we believe, only 
that we might the better perform the 
functions which war rendered it im- 
possible for them to perform. 

“Now, thereforé, I, Woodrow Win- 
son, President of the United States of 
America, do hereby designate Thurs- 
day, the twenty-fifth of November 
next, as a day of thanksgiving and 
prayer and invite the people through- 
out the land to cease from their wont- 
ed occupations and in their several 
homes and places of worship render 
thanks to Almighty God. 

“In witness whereof, I have here- 
unto set my hand aud caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 

“Done at the city of Washington 
this twentieth day of October, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine 
hundred and fifteen, and of the inde- 
pendence of the United States of 
America, one hundred and fortieth.

No other such sale will be 
held this year, the usual London sale 
being prevented by the European 
waf. Traders and buyers from all 
parts of the world were here and Eu- 
ropean buyers bought heavily. 
Tonight H. M. Smith, United States 
Commissioner of Fisheries, wired to 
Washington a report which showed 
that the government's 513 blue foxes 
had brought an average of $114.47 as 
compared with the $42.21 average of 
the last sale held two years ago, 
Sixty-five government white fox 
skins brought an average of $24.55 as 
compared with $14.77 two years ago, 
Seventy beavers brought $12.75 each 
on an average. 
The record price at a sale by private 
dealers immediately after the govern- 
ment auction was $2610 for a pair 
of silver foxes. One hundred and 
thirty-five oth brought from $400 
to $900 the pafr. A sea otter was 


sold for $580. 
Today's sales ted about 
$150,000. The auction will be con- 


tinued tomorrow. The government's 
furs came from Pribilof Isle, the gov- 
ernment farm off the coast of Alaska.

“Murdered on Duty.” 

Such is the legend drawn in heavy 
Diack ink across the bottom of the 
Page bearing the honorable record of 
Police Sergeant John Francis Toolen 
in the police department. Around 
the page is stamped a heavy biack 
border, the departmental] recognition 
of the end. 

But the personal tribute to the 
memory of the worthy policeman and 
the honorable friend was paid at the 
fufieral services solemnized yesterday, 
the most impressive ever held here 
over the body of a policeman. Thous- 
ands were present, great crowds con- 
gesting the street and walks about 
the Toolen home at No. 3214 North 
Broadway, where the friends and 
members of the police department as- 
sembied to escort the body of the 
dead to the Epiphany Church at 
Bichel and Altura streets. 

Every policeman who could be ex-

The casket, burdened with wreaths, 
was borne from the home to the 
hearse by Pallbearers Gifford, Cleve- 
land, Heath, Mart, Jackson, Hoover 
and Long, all police sergeants and in- 
timate friends of the alain. 

On the solemn journey to the 
church, the police band played a dirge 
loved by the man they were honoring. 
Several hundred motor vehicles fol- 
lowed in procession, and the hosts who 
had come to show their sympathy and 
sorrow and their personal affection 
for the dead police sergeant, followed 
en foot. ‘ 

In the church, the impressive Epis- 
copal service for the dead was read by 
Rev. J. Bedford Jones, who spoke 
with sympathy and understanding and 
an eloquence affectionate and inspir- 
Ing of the man who had become but 
a memory.

SIX LOCAL MEN ARE ELEVATED 
TO THE THIRTY-THIRD 
DEGREE. 


At a meeting of the Supreme Coun- 
cl] of the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite for the southern jurisdiction 
of the United States held at the House 
of the Temple in Washington, D. C., 
on the 20th inst., the highest honors 
of Masonry, the thirty-third and last 
degree, were unanimously voted to be 
conferred upon the following-named 
residents of Los Angeles county: Louis 
S. Nordlinger, Emanuel R. Northmore, 
Thomas W. Robinson, Champ 8. 
Vance, James W. Webster and Caleb 
A. Yarneil. 

The Supreme Council is composed 
of thirty-three thirty-third degree Ma- 
sons, no two of whom live in the same 
State, and they hold their sessions 
biennially at Washington, and at each 
session a few distinguished Masons, 
who have by their worth, character 
and zeal in the cause of the institu- 
tion deserved well of the order, are 
selected to receive the thirty-third 
degree. Election to this degree is the 
highest honor in Masonry that can be 
conferred. The constitution of the 
order forbids the creation of more 
than one thirty-third for each 100 of 
thirty-seconds conferred during the 
two years. There are 2700 of thirty- 
second degree Masons who belong to 
the consistory in Los Angeles, and 
the degrees up to the thirty-second 
are conferred here. 

A Mason who has possessed the 
¢thirty-second for two years may be 
elected a Knight Commander of the 
Court of Honor, which is an inter- 
mediate grade between the thirty- 
second and thirty-third degree, but 
the Supreme Council elects not more 
than one Knight Commander to each 
fifty thirty-second degree Masons, and 
no person is eligible for election to the 
thirty-third degree until he has been 
a Knight Commander for at least 
two years.

AS TO UNEMPLOYED. 


After a discussion of the plans 
which Los Angeles county is putting 
into effect for giving employment to 
residents here, througt the establish- 
ment of rock piles near the city and 
at the boundary line, it was voted that 
this organization should recommend 
that each individual county of South- 
ern California take care of the resi- 
dent unemployed problem as it sees 
best, without any special plan of co- 
operation, but that this organization 
devote its entire consideration to the 
handling of the hobo problem. 
It was pointed out that, because 
of peculiar conditions now existing, 
Southern California can expect that 
the numbers of brake-beam tourists 
will be larger than ever before this 
winter, unless immediate steps are 
taken to curb this sort of travel, and 
that the character of such visitors 
will be generally much more vicious 
than ever before. 
As an indicdtion of what a task is 
saddled upon Southern California in 
the care of the winter influx of hobos 
it was stated that in one week last 
winter San Bernardino county han- 
died more than 1500. 
The subject was discussed in many 
Phases and it was the unanimous 
opinion that speedy action must be 
taken and that the news must be 
spread that Southern California will 
set the hobos at work as soon as they 
arrive; that stockades will be await- 
ing them, and that under armed 
guards they will be forced to break 
rock for definite terms of sentence as 
Vagrants. 
It was decided that every possible 
effort shall be made to secure the co- 
operation of the entire eight Southern 
California counties in this movement 
and that it shall be put into working 
effect as speedily as possible. 
The general plan provides for the 
building of stockades, supplied with 
rock piles, at the entrance to South- 
ern California. It is also proposed to 
put on special officers, in addition to 
the regular State police, at the rall- 
road division points, so that those of 
the hobo crowd who do succeed in 
slipping through the net may be 
picked up at those points where trains 
make halts of considerable length. 
It is proposed that all men taken off 
the trains at the gateways mentioned 
be given the opportunity to turn back 
or else be at once arrested on the 
charge of vagrancy; that they be 
Placed in the stockades on the rock 
piles, and that those who show honest 
intent and real desire to work be given 
opportunity to get out on the county 
road work in the various counties. 

TO FINANCE IT. 
A committee consisting of Super- 
visors Pridham of Los Angeles county; 
T. B. Talbert, chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors of Orange county; R. 
L. Riley, a Supervisor of San Bernar- 
dino county, and Thomas lIammer, 
Supervisor of Riverside county, was 
appointed to interview the Supervisors 
of Santa Barbara, Ventura, Imperial 
and San Diego counties and urge them 
to join in this movement and to send 
one of their Supervisors.and a com- 
mittee to the next meeting. The offi- 
cere were also instructed to take up 
with the various district attorneys the 
subject of providing for the expenses. 
It was proposed yesterday that the 
cost of this campaign shall be pro- 
portioned among the eight southern 
counties on a basis of their assessed 
valuation. 
Because of the need for immediate 
action it was decided that the boards 
of supervisors of the counties not yet 
affiliated with the campaign shall be 
visited personally by officers of the 
organization and that there shall be 
another meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce next Thursday forenoon at 
10 o'clock. At that time it is expected 
that each delégation will be empow- 
ered by its county su re to go 
ahead with definite plans for the 
spreading of the great net for hobos, 
and within a few days thereafter the 
plan can be put into effect. 
One of the amusing features of yes- 
terday’s meeting was the grave con- 
cern with which representatives of 
union labor appeared to make inquiry 
as to whether the putting of hobos to 
work on breaking rock would inter- 
fere with members of their unions 
who are workers in rock. They were 


to fear because it is proposed to make 
the hobo earn his pay.

| Reading between 
| Lioyd fieorge’s speech to the Trades Un- 
fon Congress at Bristol, we can see how 
fatally the cause of the allies has been 
hampered by the inefficiency of the Brit- 
ish workman, an inefficiency fostered by 
trades-unionism for its own selfish ends 
during a long period of peace and an in- 
efficiency now brought startlingly into 
prominence in the terrible test of war. 

It is not the fault of the soldier in the 

field, not the want of generalship, not any 
niggardly holding back of money or sup- 
plies, not entirely the poor diplomacy of 
her statesmen that has forced England at 
last to realize that confidence and courage 
alone are not enough. It is the efficiency 
of the German workman that is defeating 
the inefficiency of the British operative. 
England’s chief need just now is a firm, 
resolute commander, not with her forces 
in France or the Balkans, but among her 
own industrial population in Birmingham, 
| Manchester, Sheffield and Leeds. 
The resignations of Sir Edward Carson 
and Lord Curzon, the criticisms of Lord 
Milner, the indisposition of Herbert As- 
quith, a possible paving of the way for 
relinquishing the Premiership are ominous 
signs when absolute unity of purpose is 
essential to success. Also the need for 
conscription has become as evident as 
the desperate attempts of its opponents to 
Stave it off. These signs have multiplied 
so that the most optimistic Englishman 
no longer pretends to ignore them. The 
cry is now not that the allies are bound 
to conquer, but, “What if the Germans 
should win?” 

Then there is the other pertinent ques- 
tion, how long can Great Britain continue 
the present strain on her finances and 
resources without some compensating re- 
sult to offer for the sacrifices being made 
in her own islands and her farthest off 
dependencies? 

She has defended Calais and the defense 
has cost billions. She may have to defend 
Egypt and the Suez Canal soon against the 
same relentless foe. This will cost billions 
more. But such campaigns are not the 
results of success. Her one great offen- 
sive in Gallipoli she may have to abandon. 
The most patriotic Britisher can no longer 
shut his eyes to these too palpable facts. 
No nat or group of nations can carry 
on tely a purely defensive war. 

England is feeling the strain of the long 
months where the initiative has always 
been taken by the Teutons and where the 
failure of British diplomacy in the Balkans 
is the last straw. The last sweep of the 
German army toward Constantinople and 
the gateway of Egypt finds the English- 
man asking grimly and not without mis- 
giving, How much longer can this last un- 
less we do something more than act on 
the defensive? 

Someone has described the war as “Bir- 
mingham against the Krupp factory;” but it 
is more, it is the British mechanic against 
the German mechanic, with the British 
workman's allegiance divided between hig 
labor-union lodge and the distress of his 
stricken country.

A NTI-PARTY DRIVEL. 
The anti-party advocates that 
their doctrine does not extend to iden- 
tial and Congressional elections, and that 
these will not be affected by the success 
of their proJohnson apti-party scheme. 

In this connection a scrap of recent his- 
tory may be studied with profit. In 1910 
Johnson, who was then a Republican, re- 
ceived 177,191 votes for Governor, while 
Bell, the Democratic nominee, received 
154,835 votes. 

Two years later Johnson received the 
Progressive nomination for Vice-President. 
By one of the most tredcherous tricks ever 
perpetrated, he and his plunderbund pro- 
ceéded to disfranchise the Republicans of 
California, with intent to compel them to 
vote for the Progressive ticket. The trick 
was successful so far as preventing them 
from voting for Taft, although 2914 voters 
“wrote in,” the Taft ticket on their bal- 
lots, but in another way it was unsuccess- 
ful, for of the 177,191 Republicans only 
44,476 voted for Roosevelt and Johnson, 
while 128,601 indignant at the trickery of 
Johnson and his gang cast their ballots for 
life long Democrats, rather than submit to

Is there anything in anti-partyism that 
will help to keep a clever scoundrel out of 
office?

Light on Proposed Highway Bonds. 
Points Brought Out by 
Mr. Gibbon. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 20.—[To the 
Editor of The Times: ] I wish to 
Suggest that you call the attention of 
your readers to what appears to me 
to be some very important considera- 
tions connected with the issue of high- 
way bonds upon which the people will 
vote next Tuesday. The larger part 
of these bonds are fer the purpose 
of defraying the expense of construct- 
ing highways into the Antelope Val- 
sey—one highway extending from the 


present county highway at Saugus 
through Mint Canyon into Antelope 
Valley, and two others extending re- 
spectively from Pasadena through the 
Arroyo Seco and from a connection 
with the Foothill boulevard through 
San Gabriel Canyon into the Antelope 
Valley. Certainly the people of Ante- 
lope Valley should have a county high- 
way of the highest type of construc- 
tion that has been adopted in con- 
structing our county highways. There 
would appear to be no doubt but that 
this highway should extend through 
Mint Canyon, as this route would af- 
ford the best grade and shortest dis- 
tance between the great Antelope Val- 
ley and its metropolis, the city of Los 
Angeles. There is also no doubt that 
the two other highways proposed, to 
wit, through the Arroyo Seco and San 
Gabriel Canyon, would add practically 
nothing to the highway accommoda- 
tion of the Antelope Valley, as the 
map of the three proposed highways 
shows that the two latter join the pro- 
posed Mint Canyon route a short dis- 
ame after entering the Antelope Val- 
ey. 
It is understood that the Arroyé 
Seco and San Gabriel highways will 
cost about $1,800,000. and the argu- 
ment for their construction is based 
largely upon their scenic value. It 
should not require any argument to 
show that the people of Los Angeles 
county, and particularly that part of 
them residing in the city of Los An- 
geles, cannot afford to bond them- 
selves for this sum for highways of- 
fering merely scenic advantages at 
the present time. The taxpayers of 
Los Angeles city, who will pay mors 
than two-thirds of the proposed high- 
way bond issue, are struggling under 
issues of water, harbor and electric 
light bonds aggregating over $30,000,- 
000, issued in payment for tmprove- 
ments which have not yet begun to 
carry their bond issues and will not 
carry them for years to come. Cer- 
tainly we should not add to this bur- 
den except for purposes that represent 
absolute necessities. Some of the pro- 
ponents of this bond issue have in- 
sisted that it would be of great ad- 
Vantage to the masses of people: of 
the city of Los Angeles to open up 
the mountains with these scenic high- 
ways. The fact is, however, that the 
masses of the people who pay a larg 
part of these bond issues reside in the 
humdler homes of the city of Los 
Angeles, and, inasmuch as what they 
own in the world is in the visible form 
of their homes and is not invested in 
bonds, stocks and other property 
which can be concealed from the 
knowledge of the assessor, there own- 
ers of the humbler homes of the city 
are the ones upon whom the burden 
of bond taxation rests most heavily 
and they are just the people who will 
get the least advantage out of the 
scenic beauties that these highways 
are supposed to open up. If any man 
@oubts this let him drive along the 
streets of the city which are lined by 
the simple bungalow homes of the 
| laboring men, clerks, book-keepers, 
Ste., of Los Angeles and see just how 
many of these homes possess « garage. 
Nobody without an automodile can 
hope to enjoy much of the mountain 
scenery that these scenic highways are 
supposed to open up, and the sort of 
people on whose homes the burden of 
bond taxation rests most heavily are 
people who don't oon automobiles. 
As the owner of an automobile, and 
fend of touring, I would no doubt get 
great pleasure out of the scenic be u- 
ties of the Arroyo Seco And San Ga- 
briel highways, but I would consider 
that I was inflicting a great injustice 
on others if I secured this pleasure at 
the expense of thousands of taxpayers 
in this town Who are not possessed, 
as I am, of the facilities for enjoying 


m. 

It is unfortunate that our Board 
of Supervisors did not segregate the 
highway bonds so that the people 
could have voted upen the Mint Can- 
you route into Antelope Valley separ- 
ately from the bond issues for the 
proposed scenic routes, because the 
people of Antelope Valley deserve, and 
should have, one first-class. county 
highway connecting them with the 
city of Los Angeles. There seems to 
be little doubt that the way the mat- 
ter is framed up the highway bonds 
will be defeated at the coming elec- 
tion, and there is no doubt in my mind 
that they should be defeated. Then 
the question that will present itself 
is how are the people of Antelope Val- 
ley to be fairly treated by the county 
in giving them the highway they 
should have’? 

I believe that the revenue for ex- 
penditure upon highway purpose 
arising from taxation and from the 
several hundred thousand dollars of 
automobile license fees that will be 
assigned to this county as its 
share of the State license tax will 
enable this county to bulld this 
highway out of the county funds dur- 
ine the next year. Certainiy the 
county should build {ft because the 
people of Antelope Valley, now being 
taxed for their share of the county 
highway bonds already issued and of 
the State hichway bond issue should 


— — — — — 


dividually any part of the expenses of 
constructing a first-class highway 
through their valley. ‘ 

As a solution of the problem I wish 
to suggest thise—I am informed, and 
I think correctly, that the State 
Highway Commission desires to have 
a State highway extending from the 
Present State highway at Saugus 
through the Antelope Valley and 
thence to Independence in Inyo coun- 
ty, thus opening up that great rich 
country of the Owens River Valley. 
Such a highway would not only be of 
Great benefit to the city of Los An- 
Seles by opening up new and valuable 
territory, but, being a through route, 
it would benefit the people of the An- 
telope Valley much more than any 
hignway with a terminus in that val- 
ley could, because it would attract so 
many more people who would thus 
become acquainted with the peculiar 
advantages offered by that valley. 

I am advised that if the county will 
construct that link of the proposed 
State highway extending from Saugus 
into the Antelope Valley, the State 
Highway Commission will, should the 
proposed new issue of State highway 
bonds be voted, agree with the coun- 
ty to take over that link and make it 
part of the State highway. and to ex- 
pend on highway construction in other 
parts of the county an amount equa! 
to the cost of the Saugus-Antelope 
Vallev section. Under an arrangement 
of this sort the State Highway Com- 
mission could build a highway length- 
wise along the Antelope Valley ex- 
tending from its head to a highway 
connection in the vicinity of Victor- 
ville, thus giving to the full length 
of the great Antelope Valley a fine 
highway and also a highway connec- 
tion with Los Angeles, and across the 
full width of the valley.

Expert Gives an Interesting Mlus- 
trated Lecture at Noonday Lunch- 
con of the Cirgonian Club. 

The life history of a human tooth 
from the time it appears as a tiny fol- 
licle until it is developed and ready 
for active service, was given by Dr. 
F. E. Williams in an illustrated lecture 
before the Cirgonian Club at noon 
yesterday at the Clark. The expert 
gave a number of interesting scientific 
facts and theories about teeth. 

“The habit of breathing through 
the mouth greatly affects the position 
of the teeth, and consequently makes 
a difference in the countenance of a 
person,” Dr. Williams declared. “Espe- 
cially is this true if the habit is in- 
dulged in by infants or young children. 
Breathing through the mouth makes 
the teeth protrude, a fault which can 
be corrected by scientific methods. 

“Sometimes the follicle gets out of 
place and then the position of the 
tooth in the mouth is affected. Decay 
and various other causes influence the 
growth, position and endurance of the 
teeth.”

Jamés G. Sprecher, vice-pres- 
ident of the club, presided at the 
meeting.

ISCIPLINE IS 
THE BIG CURE, 


FORCED TRAINING OF YOUTHS 
URGED BY O'HARA, 


Illinois Lieut t-Governor Ad- 

vocates Compulsory Military Serv- . 
ice as Precedent to Citizenship 

and Incentive to Patriotism and 

Improved Spirit. 


Advocating one year’s military 
training for the American youth before 
he is admitted to full citizenship, 


Barratt O'Hara, Lieutenant-Governor 
of Illindis, addressed several hundred 
Unfted Spanish War Veterans at Patri- 
otic Hall last night. Lieut.-Gov. 
O'Hara, himself a veteran of the late 
war, was the guest of henor at an 
army dinner given by Roosevelt Camp. 

In suggesting the advisability of 
compelling every young American to 
serve one year under military disci- 
pline, Mr. O'Hara said: . 

“This I suggest not so much in the 
interest of the military as in the in- 
terest of the commercial, social and 
moral forces of the country. It was 
Lycurgus, the ancient law-maker of 
Sparta, who decreed that every male 
citizen of Sparta should dine at a com- 
mon table, partaking of a common 
food and the same service, that they 
might feel a common interest in the 
affairs of Sparta. The same effect will 
be gained in America by the common 


service of all Americans for a brief 
period under a rigid discipline ad-| 
ministered with impartiality to all 


Americans before reaching the estate 
of citizenship. 

“I do not mean that this service 
should be patterned after the com- 
pulsory military system of Europe. 
The details I should leave to the best 
thought of our social and industrial 
leaders, as well as to our military ex- 
perts. In general, however, I should 
provide that the year now generally 
devoted to the last year of high 


school be surrendered to the new sys- 


tem, that the students continue their 
studies under somewhat the same d 
cipline as obtains at West Point and 
Annapolis, that they eat at a common 
table at least once a day, and sleep 
in a common barracks, for at least 
part of the period of their service. 
Any young man failing to serve this 
period under military discipline 
should, of course, be denied the rights 
of citizenship. Foreigners seeking 
naturalization here would also be sub- 
ject to the same service as a condition 
preeedent to naturalization.

Officers will go to Property Sun- 
day to Determine Which of Five 
Claimants was on the Newly- 
opened Territory First. «

Determination of whether the 
watches of Henry C. Schmidt, William 


L. Rose and George O. Nicholson were 
exactly with the sun at 9 o'clock on 
the morning of August 11 will decide 
who gets the preference right to 
sixty acres of land in Castaic Canyon 
opened to public settlement by the 
Secretary of the Interior after its 
segregation from the Santa Barbara 
National Forest. 
Register Roche, Receiver Mitchell, 
and a battery of land ‘lawyers will 
make a trip to the land Sunday morn- 
ing with a view to noting the condi- 
tion of the improvements made by the 
settiers, and gaining a better under- 
standing of the evidence given at the 
hearing in the local Land Office last 
week. 

The land is level, and among the 
best of the area segregated by official 
orders. It is dry land, but the 
ranchers are in hope that they can 
develop a sufficient Water supply, and 
if that is possible the land is worth 
$100 an acre. There is a ranger’s sta- 
tion in the immediate vicinity, and it 
is believed that water can be found 
sufficient for irrigation purposes, 
There was a rush of the five set- 
tlers on the morning of August 11, and 
they all claim to have been on the 
land at d o'clock sharp. In that view 
of the case the point to be deter- 
mined was even if the watches of the 
contestants pointed at the hour of 9. 
whether they were right. But one of 
the watches passed the test of the ex- 
pert, A. H. Paulsen, employed In a 
Spring-street establishment. He said 
the watch owned by William E. Sands 
did not vary more than a second a 
day, and that he had set ft exactly on 
August 10, the day before the rush.

It is alleged that the watches of the 
other contestanta, Schmidt, Cruse, 
Nicholson and Annie L. Rose, were on 
the dot as to time, but Sands'’s time- 
piece is the only one that got into the 
evidence officially. 

In order to determine the exact 
hour when the run was made by each 
of the contestants, Register Roche 
will carry a watch-maker along to test 
the timepieces, but there is much ob- 
jection to that, for the watches mignt 
be all right now, and wrong more 
than two months ago. 

With the improvement work on the 
land about equal, it will test the wis- 
dom of-a Solomon to determine the 
issues. All five claim to have been on 
the land at the game instant. As to 
the reliability of the watches Sands 
has the clear edge, as the expert says 
hie watch was right within twenty- 
four hours of the time that the run 
for the land was made, and that 
Sandes watch will not vary more than 
a second a day. The other parties 
have a collection of watches varying 
from a $1 Ingersoll te a high-priced 
movement, but in some cases it is Al- 
leged it was necessary to.look at the 
sun, then at the watch and then guess 
what time it was.

the American and National leagues. 
The towns that are not dropped en- 
tirely will be permitted to form them- 
selves into a minor league or take the 
place of some of the weaker cities in 
the big class AA leagues—the Inter- 
2 and the American Associa- 

n. 

That is the plan as outlined by the 
World's informant. The upparently 
casual meeting between Mr. Gilmore 
and his backers and the magnates of 
organized baseball at Philadelphia was 
not without its purpose. 

The scheme sounds most plausible. 
The Feds know that they will not be 
recognized and also know that they 
will lose more money. Notwithstand- 
ing this, several of their moneyed men 
want to remain in baseball. At the 
same time there are several magnates 
in organized baseball who have lost 
money and would like to get out at 
a reasonable figure. That simplifies 
matters. 

The two big leagues need some men 
with: money, and the Feds have the 
money and need a league that will be 
recognized as of major-league caliber.

Park Divergent.

SANTA MONICA, Oct. 21.—Two di- 
vergent propositions were made by 
committees representing the newly- 
organized Santa Monica Chamber of 
Commerce and the Ocean Park Cham- 
ber of Commerce at a meeting lasting 
until nearly midnight last night. Ef- 
forts on the part of both committees 
to reconcile their ideas of consolida- 
tion of the two badies falled to bring 
the organizations any closer to a co- 
alition. 
The Santa Monica delegation offered 
to take the other chamber into its or- 
ganization, to allow Ocean Park six 
out of 23 directors and a majority on 
the amusement committee. The Ocean 
Park committeemen made a counter 
offer to go “fifty-fifty” by throwing 
all officers and directors in the dis- 
card and reorganizing with equal 
representation from each district. 
The present controversy over con- 
solidation dates back to the changing 
of the name ofthe old organization 
from the Santa Monica Chamber of 
Commerce to Ocean Park. Recently 
members of North Santa Monica, who 
had withdrawn from the old body, or- 
ganized in that section and at first 
showed no desire to have members of 
the other body in it. 
Members of the Ocean Park cham- 
ber assert that the Santa Monica 
chamber wants the lion's share of con- 
trol of the organization in exchange 
for a well-financed, well-equipped 
and smoothly-running body. On the 
other hand, the north-enders claim 
they are entitied to the larger repre- 
sentation.
